Raising registration fees recommended

Recommendation to raise the 
city’s recreation registration fees 
were presented to the Enterprise 
City Council during a work ses¬ 
sion Tuesday at City Hall. 

City Parks and Recreation Di¬ 
rector Billy Powell told council 
members that the city’s fees, 
primarily youth sports, have re¬ 
mained unchanged since 1997, 


when registration fees were 
raised from $20 to $25. Current 
fees are $25 for signing up the 
first child in a family for an ac¬ 
tivity and $20 for each additional 
child in the family. 

Today, Powell said, the fees 
charged are not covering the 
cost of football jerseys, for ex¬ 
ample. Last season, the costs for 
football jerseys were $19.75 per 
youth size and $20.75 per adult 
size. Also, participants receive 


trophies; basketball trophies 
alone cost $1,700 for about 
400 participants, Powell said. 
The cost of game officials adds 
thousands of dollars more. The 
per-participant cost, once all 
expenses have been factored, is 
hundreds of dollars. 

“Our costs have been going up 
gradually, little by little,” Powell 
said. 

Powell proposed raising fees in 
sports like softball, basketball, 


baseball and cheerleading to 
$35 for the first child in a fam¬ 
ily, then $30 for each addi¬ 
tional child. Football’s fees 
would be set at $40 and 
$35, respectively, because 
of the cost of jerseys. 

Based on the current 
number of participants 
for baseball and softball — 

602 participants at $25 each

The city of Enterprise is consider¬ 
ing a new phone system, an official 
said at a City Council work session 
Tuesday at City Hall. 

City Communications Director Ja¬ 
son Wright told council members 
that the city was approached in De¬ 
cember that the maintenance agree¬ 
ment for the current system, which 
was installed in October 2012, was 
up. Without a maintenance agree¬ 
ment, a situation in which the phone 
system needed work could be “crip¬ 
pling,” he said. 

The current system also lacks fea¬ 
tures, is outdated and has no redun¬ 
dancy, Wright added.

The committee asked 
teachers to submit ap¬ 
plications and give a 
brief explanation of what 
they would use the grant 
money for if they were to 
be selected. Once the ap¬ 
plications were submitted 
and reviewed, Owens was 
chosen to be awarded the 
check.
